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THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


All arrangements for the holding of the British Industries Fair, 
1917, are now complete, and forms of application for space are being 
issued by the Board of Trade. The Fair will be held from 26th 
February to 9th March. 

The growth of the Fair has necessitated an increase of space, with 
the result that the Fair will be held partly, as last year, in the 
Victoria and Albert Museum, placed ati the disposal of the Board of 
Trade by the President of the Board of Education, and partly in the 
Great Hall and certain Galleries in the Imperial Institute Building, 
which have been lent by the Executive Council of the Institute and 
by the University of London. 

In view of the risk of interference with the output of munitions of 
war, it has not been possible to include in the Fair certain trades 
which would otherwise have been invited to participate. The Fair, 
therefore, will be confined to the same trades as were sanctioned by 
the Minister of Munitions last year, that is to say, Toys and Games ; 
Earthenware and China; Glass; Fancy Goods; Stationery and 
Printing. An important development, however, has taken place 
since last year in that the Municipality of the City of Glasgow are 
organising a Fair at Glasgow which will take place concurrently with 
the Board of Trade Fair in London and will include certain trades 
not comprised in the London Fair. The Glasgow Fair, which is 
being held under the auspices and with the support of the Board of 
Trade, will include Textiles; Ready-made Clothing; Boots and 
Shoes ; Foodstuffs (prepared and preserved) ; and Domestic Chemicals. 
The extension of the number of articles exhibited simultaneously 
cannot fail to increase the importance of the Fairs in the eyes of 
foreign buyers, more especially as both Fairs are being brought to 
their notice at the same time.

Over 20,000 invitations to each Fair will be sent to oversea buyers 
by the Board of Trade, those to firms in non-Kuropean countries 
having been already despatched, and another 80,000 invitations to

And whereas it is provided by Section 2 of the Customs (Ex- 
portation Restriction) Act, 1914, that any Proclamation made 
under Section 1 of the Exportation of Arms Act, 1900, may, 
whether the Proclamation was made before or after the passing 
of the Act now in recital, be varied or added to, whilst a state 
of war exists, by an Order made by the Lords of the Council 
on the recommendation of the Board of Trade: 

And whereas by a Proclamation, dated the 10th day of May, 
1916, and made under Section 8 of the Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879, and Sectien 1 of the Exportation of Arms 
Act, 1900, and Section 1 of the Customs (Exportation Prohibi- 
tion) Act, 1914, the exportation from the United Kingdom of 
certain articles to certain or all destinations was prohibited : 

And whereas by subsequent Orders of Council the said Pro- 
clamation was amended and added to in certain particulars: 

And whereas there was this day read at the Board a recom- 
mendation from the Board of Trade to the following effect : —

MILK AND FLOUR AND BREAD ORDERS. 


The Food Controller notifies that two further Orders relating to 
Food Control, dated 12th December, have been made. 

The Flour and Bread (No. 2) Order makes various additions to the 
descriptions cf wheat included in the previous Order (see pp. 793-4 
of the * Board ot Trade Journal” of 14th December) fixing the per- 
centages of miliing. 

The Price of Milk (No. 2) Order makes various amendments of 
the original Price of Milk Order (see p. 570 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 23rd November). The principal changes are as follows :— 
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MILK AND FLOUR AND BREAD OrDERS—continued. 


The proviso limiting the price to be charged for milk so that it 
cannot exceed the price at November 15th, 1916, is removed. ‘The 
price of milk will henceforth be limited simply by reference to the 
pre-war prices to which under the original Order certain definite 
amounts (54d. or 64d. per Imperial] gallon in various classes of whole- 
sale sales and 2d. per quart in retai! sales) may be added. 

Contracts for the sale of milk made on or before 15th day of 
November will be allowed to remain valid for their full period (up to 
Ist April, 1917) notwithstanding that the price exceeds that otherwise 
permissible. This extension is subject to an exception only in those 
cases in which it is shown to the Food Controller that the contract 
price is unreasonable, having regard to the circumstances of the 
case. 

The maximum price for ‘“‘ accommodation” milk is raised to Is. 8d. 
per Imperial gallon inclusive of all charges for transport to the 
railway station at which delivery is taken by the purchaser. 

The addition of 64d. per Imperial gallon to the wholesale price in 
cases of milk sold wholesale to be delivered on the premises of the 
buyer where the conditions of sale include obligation of delivery in 
quantities not less than a specified minimum, is limited to cases where 
the premises are not premises used as creamery or other factory. 





RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN SEED 
POTATOES. 


(1) In Great Britain. 


At the request of the Food Controller, and in consultation with the 
Board of Agriculture, the Board of Trade have made an Order (of 
which the operative provisions are set out below) designed to safe- 
guard the supply of seed potatoes for next year’s crop. This Order 
does not affect existing contracts for potatoes intended solely for seed 
purposes ; the fulfilment, however, of contracts for the sale of potatoes 
for other purposes may be interfered with by the terms of the Order. 

The operative provisions of the Order are as follows :— 


1. Seed potatoes shall be used for the purposes of seed only, and 
accordingly no person shall use any seed potatoes for any other pur- 
pose than seed. Provided that nothing in this Regulation shall affect 
the use of potatoes in his own household by a grower not being a 
grower for sale. 

2. No person shall sell any seed potatoes to any person other than 
an authorised purchaser, and no person other than an authorised 
purchaser shall buy any seed potatoes. 

For the purpose of this provision an authorised purchaser means a 
person dealing in seed potatoes in the way of his trade or business, 
or @ person who shall on the occasion of the sale of seed potatoes 
to him certify in writing to the vendor thereof that the potatoes 
comprised in such sale are required and intended to be used for the 
purposes of seed. 
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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN SEED PoTATOES—continued. 

3. This Order shall not affect seed potatoes which are diseased or 
blemished, or which under any Order made under the Destructive 
Insects and Pests Acts, 1877 and 1907, may not be used for seed. 

4. Any person acting in contravention of the above recited pro- 
visions as applied by this Order is guilty of a summary offence 
against the Defence ot the Realm Regulations. 

5. For the purpose of this Order the expression ‘‘seed potatoes ” 
means potatoes of a variety or description specified in the first column 
of the schedule appended to this Order which will pass through a 
riddle having such mesh as is specified in the second column of such 
schedule in relation to such variety or description, and will not pass 
through a riddle having such mesh as is so specified in the third 
column of such schedule. 

6. (a) This Order may be cited as the ‘“‘ Seed Potatoes Order, 1916.” 

()}) This Order shall extend to England, Wales, and the main- 
land of Scotland, and to the islands of Bute and Arran. 
(c) This Order shall come into force on the 18th day of Decem- 
ber, 1916. 
(d) This Order shall remain in force until the 15th day of

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RESTRICTIONS ON DEALINGS IN SEED POTATOES—-continued. 


(2) In Ireland. 


At the request of the Food Controller and in consultation with the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for lreland the 
Board of Trade have made an Order governing the use of seed 
potatoes in Ireland on the lines of the Order recently applied to Great 
Britain (see immediately preceding notice) and limiting the right to 
export potatoes from Ireland to persons expressly licensed for that 
purpose by the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 
All applications for such licences should be addressed to that Depart- 
ment at 4, Upper Merrion Street, Dublin. 

The operative provisions of the new Order are as follows :— 

Except with the express authority of the Department of Agriculture 
and Technical Instruction for Ireland no person shall export any 
potatoes from Ireland to any destination outside Lreland. 

Seed potatoes as hereinafter defined shall be used for the purposes 
of seed only, and accordingly no person shall use any seed potatoes 
for any other purpose than seed. Provided that nothing in this 
Regulation shall affect the use of potatoes in his own household by a 
grower not being a grower for sale. 

No person shall sell any seed potatoes to any person other than an 
authorised purchaser and no person other than an authorised pur- 
chaser shall buy any seed potatoes. 

For the purpose of this provision an authorised purchaser means a 
person dealing in seed potatoes in the way of his trade or business or 
a person who shall on the occasion of the sale of seed potatoes to 
him certify in writing to the vender thereof that the potatoes com- 
prised in such sale are required and intended to be used for the pur- 
poses of seed. 

The provisions of this Order relating to the use and sale of seed 
potatoes shall not affect seed potatoes which are diseased or blemished, 
or which in the opinion of the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction for lreland are unfit to be used tor seed. 

For the purpose of this Order the expression “ seed potatoes ” 
means any potatoes which will pass through a riddle having a 
13 inch mesh and will not pass through a riddle having a 14 inch 
mesh. 

Any person acting in contravention of the above recited provision 
as applied by this Order is guilty of a summary offence against the 
Defence of the Realm Regulations. 





DISTRIBUTION OF SEED POTATOES. 


Arrangements have been made by the Board of Agriculture. and 
Fisheries, with the Treasury, to finance a scheme for the distribution 
of seed potatoes. ‘Ihe President has invited the County War 
Agriculture Committees to request Borough and Urban Councils 
and Parish Councils to ascertain what quantity of seed potatoes is 
required in each village; to collect cash with orders and to distribute

seed. It is proposed that arrangements should be made to deliver 
the potatoes at convenient distributing centres in 1 cwt. bags. Not 
more than 5 ewt. may be supplied to each grower, and the range of 
varieties will necessarily be limited.

EAST INDIA KIPS. 


The * London Gazette” of 19th December publishes two Orders, 
both dated 13th November, to the following effect :— 

(1) Requiring the persons and/or firms shown on the Schedule 
attached to the Orders to hold at the disposal of the Army Council 
such rough tanned Kast India kips of the weight, in the case of 
Bangalore kips, of 7 lbs. and upwards, and in all other cases of the 
weight of 6 lbs. and upwards, not being Fifth kips, as were delivered 
to any of these persons and/or firms on contracts made by them up 
to and including 24th June, 1916, and as did not form part of any 
parcel of which the whole or any portion was put into process by 
them before 22nd July, 1916. Ifafter this notice any person having 
control of any such kips sells, removes, or secretes the same, without 
the consent of the Army Council, he will be guilty of an offence 
against the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 1914. 

(2) Requiring the occupiers of the factories and/or workshops 
named in the Schedule to the Orders to give priority over all other 
work to any work the performance of which may be directed by or 
on behalf of the Director of Army Contracts.

After Regulation 74, the following Regulation shall be inserted :— 

7B.—(i.) The Board of Trade may, for the purpose of making the 
most efficient use of railway plant or labour, with a view to the 
successful prosecution of the war, make orders for all or any of the 
following purposes, namely— 

(a) for enabling the Board of Trade to take possession of any 
private owner’s waggons and to use those waggons in such 
manner as they think best in the interests of the country as a 
whole, on such conditions as to payment, use, and otherwise as 
may be provided by the order: 

(b) for enforcing the prompt loading or unloading of waggons, 
by making failure to load or unload in accordance with the 
order an offence: 

(c) for curtailing any statutory requirements as to the running 
of trains or affording other facilities on certain lines or at certain 
stations, or for requiring the disuse of any such line or station, 
in cases where the curtailment or disuse appears to the Board of 
Trade to be justified by the necessity of the case : 

(1) for restricting or prohibiting certain classes of trafhe 
(including the carriage of passengers’ luggage) on railways either 
absolutely or subject to any conditions for which provision is 
made by the order: 

(e) for modifying any statutory requirements with respect to 
the maximum amount of passenger fares. 

(ii.) If any person acts in contravention of or fails to comply with 
any of the provisions of an order so made, he shall be guilty of a 
summary offence against these Regulations. 

(iii.) Any order may be made so as to apply generally to all rail- 
ways or to any class of railways or to any special railway. 

(iv.) Any order of the Board of Trade under this Regulation may 
be revoked, extended, or varied, as occasion requires.

The Postmaster-General announces that parcels can now be 
accepted for transmission to Salonica (including the immediate 
locality), and the Islands of Crete, Thasos, Lemnos, Mitylene, Chios, 
Samos, Fourni and Syra.

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 





CHINA (CHEFOO).—The Acting British Consul at Chefoo (Mr. 
G. A. Combe) writes, that as Shanghai and Hong Kong are 
the only ports of final destination on the China coast for ocean- 
going vessels from the United Kingdom, imports, after being 
dealt with at either of these places, are distributed to other 
Chinese ports as required. Thus, staples such as cotton goods and iron 
goods are at present imported into Chefoo almost entirely from 
Shanghai. Direct purchases from the United Kingdom mainly 
consist of cotton thread, and small consignments of cloth for suitings, 
knitting wool, provisions, stationery, printing materials, hairdresser’s 
requisites, etc. 

Imports of piece goods and iron from the United Kingdom are on 
the decrease, owing to the shortage of supplies occasioned by war 
conditions, As regards cotton piece goods, the decline in some cases, 
such as sheetings, is due to Chinese and Japanese competition, On 
the other hand there is a steady increase in imports of cotton thread 
for lace-making. 

When the breakwater which is being built at Chefoo is completed, 
direct steamship communication with the United Kingdom will be 
established, and local firms hope then to be in a position to import 
direct. At present there is a demand for the goods mentioned in the 
first paragraph above, and direct trade can be done in these.

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SPAIN (VALENCIA).-—-A recent issue of the ‘‘ Bulletin des Halles’ 
(Paris) publishes a report on trade conditions in the Province of 
Alicante, by the Fiench Vice-Consul at the port of Alicante, in which 
he states that here, as e'sewlhere, the factors contributing to the 
success of German trade are: the employm ent of travellers speaking 
Spanish, the use of that lan gaage In correspondence; and the close 
attention paid to the requirements of the market and the tastes of 
customers. ‘These factors, together with the low prices and good 
appearance of the articles supplied, combine to create a good sale for 
German goods. German firms usually give from three to 1x months’ 
credit, according to the class of merchandise. 

The war has naturaliy caused a shortage of some articles, and 
Spanish manufacturers are contemplating the manufacture of these. 
American firms are also endeavouring to take advantage of the 
scarcity and to introduce their manufactures. American firms, 
however, are at a disadvantage o ving to the cost of transport and the 
length of time which elapses before deliveries can be made. German 
firms already established in Spain, principally at Barcelona, are 
manufacturing cheap goods of ordinary quality suitable tethe Spanish 
market. (1).C.T. 48.495.)

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (°HICAGO).— H.\M. Consul 
(general at Chicago (Mr. li. D. Nugent) writes, under date 24th 
November, that the goods imported into Chicago from enemy 
countries were, in most instances, imported and distributed over the 
country by New York firms. 

Among former imporis irom Germany, mention may be made of a 
fine, close-woven cotion glove, resembling chamois, in which a large 
business was done. German ostery and underwear also commanded 
good sales. Hair coms were also imported from Germany,

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LABOUR MARKET IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN NOVEMBER. 


According to the December issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Labour Gazeite,’’* nearly all the industries, especially those 
connected with war requirements, were tully employed’ in 
November, and in many cases were working overtime. Most of 
the essential trades would have been able to employ more labour 
if obtainable. 

Kmployment at coal mines was good; the number of work- 
people increased by nearly 1 per cent., but, owing to transport 
difficulties, the average number of days worked by the collieries 
showed a slight decline. At iron mines it continued verv good; 
at shale, lead and tin mines good, and at quarries fairly good. 

In the pig iron industry employment was good, and the number 
of furnaces in blast showed a further slight increase. At iron 
and steel works it was very good, and there was an increase both 
in the number of workpeople and the aggregate number of shifts 
worked. ‘he engineering and shipbuilding trades, as in previous 
months, were extremely busy, with much overtime. In the tin- 
plate and steel sheet trades there was still short time, owing to 
a restricted supply of raw materials. Most of the other metal 
trades continued very busy, and a great deal of overtime was 
reported, especially by brass and sheet metal workers. 

In the cotton trade employment was good in the spinning 
department, and fair in the weaving section, but on the whole 
showed a slight decline. There was much activity in the woollen 
and worsted trades, and the supply of labour was not equal to 
the demand. The linen trade showed little change, and short 
time continued to be worked in Ireland. Employment was good 
in the jute, hosiery. bleaching, calico printing, dyeing and 
finishing trades, and fairly good in the silk and carpet trades. 
In the lace trade employment continued fair in the curtain and 
slack in the fancy branch; on plain nets much activity was caused 
by Government contracts. 

The boot and shoe trades showed mach activity both on Army 
contracts and in the civilian trade. Employment in the leather 
industry was good, except with some branches of the saddle and 
harness trade. 

Employment in the ready-made tailoring trade, the shirt and 
collar trade, and the wholesale mantle, costume, blouse, &c., 
trades continued fair. It was also fair with dressmakers in 
retail firms in London, but slack with Court and private dress- 
makers and with bespoke tailors. Employment was good in the 
corset trade, and with felt hat makers; in the silk hat trade it 
was reported as bad. 

Men remaining in the building trades were well employed, 
partly on Government requirements and partly on factory exten- 
sions or repairs and alterations. In the brickmaking trade there 
was a seasonal decline, but employment was still fairly good. 
Cement workers continued to be busy. Employment was fairly

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good with millsawyers, and very good with coopers. In the 
furnishing trades employment was very fair, and cabinetmakers 
and upholsterers were well employed. In the coachbuilding 
trade employment was good, and slightly better than in the 
previous month. 

The printing trades showed a seasonal improvement, and a 
considerable amount of overtime was reported ; in the bookbinding 
trades employment continued good, with much overtime. Em- 
ployment in the paper trade was fairly good. 

Kmployment in the glass trades continued good. In the 
pottery trade the china branch was busy, but with tile and 
sanitary ware makers there was a decline. In the food prepara- 
tion trades employment was very good, with much overtime and 
a shortage of labour. 

In England and Wales comparatively little progress with 
autumn work was made in agriculture owing to wet weather. 
Apart, however, from the delay owing to the weather, the scarcity 
of labour was reported as a further difficulty. 

Employment with dock labourers showed some decline, and 
at some of the ports on the East Coast it was rather slack. It 
continued good on the whole with fishermen, but slack with fish 
curers. The supply of seamen and firemen was about equal to 
the demand at ports on the East Coast, but at most ports there 
was some shortage in the supply. . 





AMERICAN MEASURES FOR DEVELOPMENT OF TRADE 
WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 

The Department of Commercial Intelligence is informed that there 
is at present a growing movement throughout the New England 
section of the United States, and especially in Massachusetts State, 
towards the extension of trade with South American countries. 
Information on trade matters is being disseminated amongst 
manufacturers and merchants by means of pamphlets issued 
by the Massachusetts State Board of Labour and Industries; and, at 
the instance of the Boston Chamber of Commerce, acting in conjunc- 
tion with the Federal Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
several officials of the United States Consular Service have recently 
visited Boston. 

Pamphlets in Spanish, descriptive of New England products and 
manufactures, have been prepared for distribution in South American 
countries. ‘The study of the Spanish language is receiving consider- 
able attention not only at public day schools but also at night schools. 

A well-known American economist maintains in Boston an 
efficiency bureau for developing the commercial productivity of 
manufacturing concerns. It is also said that this same economist 
maintains in Guatemala a commercial school where the benefits 
accruing from close commercial relations between that country and 
the United States are impressed upon the pupils. (D.C.1 44,863.) 
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DEVELOPMENT OF SHIPBUILDING IN CANADA. 


The Imperial ‘l'rade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
has forwarded, under date 22nd November, a copy of an address by 
the Canadian Minister of Marine and Fisheries in which it is stated 
that in recent years, but more especially during the present year, 
substantial progress has been made in the direction of establishing 
the shipbuilding industry in Canada on a permanent and profitable 
basis. 

There are in operation at Montreal, Kingston, Toronto, Colling- 
wood, Port Arthur and Vancouver shipbuilding yards well equipped 
for the construction of steel ships. In addition to these there are at 
several points, more particularly in Nova Scotia, a considerable 
number of yards where the building of wooden vessels is being 
successfully and, at the present time, extensively carried on. In 
connection with this branch of the shipbuilding industry, there is a 
very satisfactory and encouraging revival. ‘The Maritime Provinces 
formerly counted among their principal industries that of building 
wooden vessels, and the activity in the various yards at present 
may well lead to the expectation of a return of prosperity 
in this respect. During this year the building of wooden ships 
has been undertaken seriously and in a practical manner by inter- 
ested parties in Vancouver. A considerable number of large auxiliary 
schooners, which it is proposed to use principally in the timber 
trade between that Province and Australia and the Orient, are at 
the present time under construction in British Columbia yards. These 
vessels are being built under the supervision of Lloyd’s Register of 
Shipping, and will on completion receive the highest class. Ship- 
building in British Columbia, however, is not confined to the con- 
struction of these auxiliary schooners. Two shipbuilding concerns 
have recently concluded contracts for the construction of several large 
steel cargo boats, work upon which is understood to have commenced, 

For some time Norwegian interests have been active in purchasing 
vessels in North America, and in placing contracts for the construction 
of ships wherever possible. Canadian yards, with the assistance of 
the Government, have been able to secure a number of these contracts, 
and negotiations for additional contracts are well advanced if not 
actually completed. 

For obvious reasons it was deemed desirable, during the first 
session of Parliament following the outbreak of the war, to take steps 
to prohibit the export of ships from Canada without first obtaining 
the approval of the Government. As a result of this legislation, it 
became necessary that Canadian firms, before concluding any contracts 
for the building of ships for parties outside Canada, should first obtain 
an assurance from the Government that permission to export would 
be granted. The Government adopted the view that advantage 
should be taken of this opportunity to encourage the industry, thus 
providing for the full employment of building yards at several 
points, and paving the way for permanent and increased shipbuilding 
after the war. 

It was therefore decided to grant permission for the construction 
for export of the undermentioned cargo vessels :—Three large steel 
vessels with a carrying capacity of over 8,000 tons each, at a price of 
approximately 1,200,000 dols. each, and four other large steel vessels, 
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all to be built at Vancouver; three full canal size steel vessels to be 
built at Port Arthur; two full canal size steel vessels to be built at 
Toronto ; two steel vessels of approximately 3,000 tons capacity, and 
two of 4,250 tons capacity, also to be bailt at Toronto; two steel 
vessels of about 7,000 tons capacity to be built at Montreal; and 
threa steel vessels to be built at New Glasgow (N.S.). ' 

In addition two vessels are to be built in British Columbia yards 
for a direct British service between British Columbia ports and 
Canadian Atlantic ports, wd the Panama Canal (see notice on 
p. 895). 

One of the conditions upon which permits to export have been 
issued, is that at no time during the continuation of the war shall 
ships so constructed engage in any enemy trade. (D.C.1. 48,527.) 





ENEMY BUSINESSES IN RUSSIA UNDER LIQUIDATION.

NEW SPANISH COUNCIL OF INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY. 

The ‘“‘Gaceta de Madrid” of 8th December publishes a Decree, 
dated 7th December, establishing a Council of Industrial and Com- 
mercial Property—an advisory body formed of representatives of the 
mercantile and agricultural interests of the country, scientific and 
other competent authorities, and official delegates. ‘I'he Council is to 
be presided over by an ex-Minister of Development (‘‘ Fomento”), 
the Vice-President being the Director-General of Commerce, and 
the Secretary of the Registry of Industrial and Commercial Property 
is to act as Secretary to the new Council. 

The functions of the Council are the study and submission of 
projects for the reform of industrial and commercial property legis- 
lation; the preparation of data for presentation by the official 
Spanish representatives at international industrial property con- 
ferences; the consideration and reporting on all appeals made in 
accordance with industrial property laws and regulations, and of any 
measures relating to industrial property submitted by the Department 
of Commerce and Irdustry. (D.O.1, 50,204.)

INVESTMENTS OF FRENCH INSURANCE COMPANIES 
OPERATING IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 
Removal of certain Restrictions. 


The “Journal Officiel” (Paris) of 26th November published the 
text of a Decree, dated 23rd November, modifying the Decree 
of 22nd January, 1865, relative to the restrictions on the operations 
in foreign countries of French insurance companies. 

In the preamble to this Decree it is stated that Article 5 of the 
above-mentioned Decree of 1868—though considerably modified by 
subsequent decrees, which extended the tield of operations—laid 
down that three-quarters of the funds of insurance companies must 
be invested in home securities (“ valeurs métropolitaines ”’) and that 
only one-quarter of their assets could be invested in foreign securities. 
In view of tbe fact that legislation in all countries has more and more 
a marked tendency to require of foreign insurance companies special 
guarantees, such as reserve funds and deposits, and that these guar- 
antees consist of real property or gilt-edged securities (‘‘ valeurs 
nationales’’), french insurance companies doing business abroad have 
found themselves handicapped by the restrictions imposed by the 
above-mentioned French law. ‘The purpose of this Decree, therefore, 
is to bring the regulations governing insurance companies (whether 
limited liability or mutual), engaged in all classes of insurance 
business, into line with the privileges accorded by the administrative 
regulations of 9th June, 1906, to life assurance companies, whereby 
these companies, in calculating the percentage of assets available for 
foreign investments, are authorised to allow for the reserves and 
deposits required by the legislation of the foreign country concerned.

hair, wool, and other animal by-products, 
hey, straw, forage, or similar material offered for entry into the United 

States, are promulgated in a Circular of the United States ‘Treasury 

Department dated the 23rd October ( T.D. 36,754 ); and are to take 

effect as from the Ist January, 1917. The regulations supersede 

earlier regulations on the same subject. 

REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE CERTIFICATION AND DISIN- 
FECTION OF HIDES, FLESHINGS, HIDE CUTTINGS, PARINGS, 
AND GLUE STOCK, SHEEPSKINS AND GOATSKINS AND PARTS 
THEREOF, HAIR, WOOL, AND OTHER ANIMAL BY-PRODUCTS, 
HAY, STRAW, FORAGE, OR SIMILAR MATERIAL OFFERED FOR 
ENTRY INTO THE UNITED STATES. 

[HL ffective January 1, 1917.] 
Wasuincton, D. C., October, 21, 1916. 
Under authority of the Act of Congress approved October 3, 1913, entitled 

‘“An Act to Reduce Tariff Duties and to Provide Revenue for the Government, 

and for other purposes’’ (38 Stat., 114), and the Act of Congress approved 

February 2, 1903, entitled ‘‘ An Act to enable the Secretary of Agriculture to 

more effectually Suppress and Prevent the Spread of Contagious and Infectious 

Diseases of Live Stock, and for other purposes ”’ (32 Stat., 791), the following 

Regulations are issued for the purpose of preventing the introduction of anthrax, 

foot-and-mouth disease, and rinderpest from a foreign country into the United 

States. 


Disinfection of Hides, 
other Animal 
By-Products, and 
Hay, Straw, etc. 


Regulation 1.—Hides and skins. 

Section 1.—All hides of neat cattle, calfskins, buffalo hides, sheepskins, goat- 
skins, and deerskins offered for entry into the United States from any foreign 
country (except abattoir and hard, sun-dried hides and skins as hereinafter 
provided) must be accompanied by a certificate signed by the United States 
consular officer of the district from which such hides or skins are shipped, 
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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—centinued. 

or by a certificate issued by the chief of the veterinary service or the duly 
authorised sanitary inspector of the country from which such hides or skins are 
shipped, authenticated by the said United States consular officer, stating that 
anthrax is not prevalent and that neither foot-and-mouth disease nor rinderpest 
exists in such district, or by a certiticate signed by the said consular officer 
showing that such hides or skins have been disinfected by immersion for not 
less than 24 hours in a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution. 

Section 2.—I1f such hides or skins (other than abattoir and hard, sun-dried 
hides and skins) offered for entry into the United States are certiiied, as required 
by Section 1, to be from a district where anthrax is not prevalent, but in which 
either foot-and-mouth disease or rinderpest exists, they will be admitted if 
certified by the United States consular officer of the district from which shipped 
to have been disinfected by immersion, for not less than 30 minutes, either in 
a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution or in a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic 
acid. 

Section 3.—Such hides or skins (other than abattoir and hard, sun-dried 
hides and skins) if packed in bales the exterior surface of each of which is 
thoroughly whitewashed under consular supervision prior to shipment, may be 
imported without previous disinfection upon the conditions that they will be 
disinfected at the owner’s expense after arrival at destination in the United 
States, that the destination is a tannery having proper facilities for disinfecting 
the same, that they will move from the port of entry only under customs seal, 
and that they will be disinfected at destination under the supervision of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, (a) when certified as required by Section 1 to 
be from a district where anthrax is not prevalent, by immersion in a 5 per 
cent. solution of carbolic acid, or a 2 per cent. solution of chloride of lime, or a 
1 to 5,000 solution of bichloride of mercury, with not less than 24 hours’ ex- 

osure; or (6) when not certified in any of the forms aforesaid, by immersion in 
a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution with not less than 48 hours’ exposure, 
or in a 1 to 5,000 bichloride of mercury solution with not less than s:x days’ 
exposure plus not less than five days in lime of the usual strength for dehairing. 

Section 4._-Hard, sun-dried hides and skins may be imported without dis- 
infection if certified as required in Section 1 to be from a district or districts 
where anthrax is not prevalent, if each bale or hide is distinctly marked for 
identification, each shipment showing invoice number, names and addresses of 
consignees and consignor, as such hard, sun-dried hides and skins so certified 
showing freedom from anthrax can be considered as having been disinfected 
by the process of curing and need not be submitted to any further treatment, 
or such hides or skins may be imported without being certified to be from a 
district where anthrax is not quovalent if accompanied by a consular certificate 
showing them to have been disinfected, prior to shipment, by immersion for 
not less than 24 hours in a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution, or such 
hides and skins may be imported without any certification upon the conditions 
prescribed in Section 3 for importations to be disinfected at destination in the 
United States by immersion in a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution with 
not less than 48 hours’ exposure, or in a 1 to 5,000 bichloride of mercury solution 
with not less than six days’ exposure plus not less than five days in lime of 
the usual strength for dehairing. 

Regulation I1.—Abattoir hides and skins. 


Abattoir hides and skins taken from animals slaughtered in Sweden, Norway, 
Australia, New Zealand, Great Britain, Uruguay, and Argentine, when accom- 
panied by a certificate of an official veterinarian of the country where such 
animals were slaughtered, showing that such hides or skins were taken from 
animals free from diseasg at the time of slaughter, may be imported into the 
United States without disinfection. 

Regulation I1I.—Glue stock. 


Fleshings, hide cuttings and parings, or glue stock, shall be subject to dis- 
infection and certification under the requirements of these regulations the same 
as hides and skins, except that such fleshings, hide cuttings and parings, or 
glue stock, may be imported without disinfection if shown by a consular in- 
voice used upon entry, or by a consular certificate, to have been sterilized by 
heat (not less than 200° F.) or by acidulation, or to have been lime dried 
after soaking for not less than seven days in a strong lime wash made by slack- 
ing quicklime in water in such proportion as to be of a creamy consistency, 
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or to have been dried by exposure to the action of the sun and air for a suffi- 
cient time to render each piece of the hardness of a sun-dried hide, provided 
the consignee or his agent files a satisfactory bond or agreement that said 
materials and containers will be handled or sterilised in a manner acceptable to 
the Bureau of Animal Industry before distribution from the factory or estab- 
lishment to which consigned. 

Regulation IV.—Bones, hoofs, and horns. 


Section 1.—Bones, hoofs, and horns, which are clean, dry, and free from pieces 
of hide, flesh, or sinews, may be imported without restrictions other than a 
satisfactory agreement on the part of the consignee or his agent to destroy or 
sterilize the bags or containers thereof at destination. 

Section 2.—Bones, hoofs, and horns, with pieces of hides or tendons attached, 
and also horn piths, either will be subject to the requirements of Regulation 3 or 
may be forwarded to a factory or other establishment in sealed cars after the 
bags or containers have been sprayed with lime wash under the supervision of 
an inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry, provided the consignee or his 
agent files a satisfactory bond or agreement that such materials will be sterilised 
in an acceptable manner before distribution from the factory or other establish- 
ment to which shipped, and that the bags or containers thereof will be sterilised 
or destroyed. 

Regulation V.—Wool and hair. 

Section 1.—Clipped wool may be imported in bales if accompanied by an 
affidavit of a competent authority of the district from which the wool is shipped, 
authenticated by the United States Consul at the port of shipment, designating 
the bales by their markings, indicating the consignor, consignee, and number of 
the invoice, and stating that all the wool contained in such bales was clipped 
from live animals free from foot-and-mouth disease, rinderpest, and anthrax, and 
that the same has not been exposed to the infection of these diseases. 

Section 2.—Picked or pulled wool or hair may be imported if accompanied by 
a declaration of the exporter, authenticated by the United States Consul at the 
port of shipment, to the effect that such wool or hair, designated in the manner 
provided in Section 1 of this Regulation for clipped wool, came from animals 
free from anthrax. The consignee or owner of such wool or hair or his agent 
shall be required to file a satisfactory bond or agreement assuring proper facilities 
of disinfection at the establishment to which the shipment is consigned, and that 
all of such wool or hair will be disinfected or sterilised by proper exposure to a 
temperature of not less than 200° F. prior to any transfer or reshipment from 
such establishment. If such wool or hair, when offered for entry, is unaccom- 
panied by the above-mentioned declaration, its entry will be permitted upon the 
condition that the consignee or owner thereof or his agent files a satisfactory bond 
or agreement assuring proper facilities for disinfection at the establishment to 
which the shipment is consigned, and that all of such wool or hair will be disin- 
fected or sterilised by proper exposure to a temperature of not less than 212° F. 
for at least 15 minutes prior to any transfer or reshipment from such 
establishment. 

Section 8.—Importation of abattoir pulled wool will be permitted without 
restrictions from any country maintaining a veterinary inspection system ascer- 
tained by the Secretary of Agriculture and certified by him to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, from time to time, to be the substantial equivalent of the veterinary 
inspection system maintained by the United States, when accompanied by a 
certificate signed by an official veterinary inspector of such country to the effect 
that said wool was procured from sheep slaughtered therein under Government 
inspection, and that in the process of wet pulling and drying it has been subjected 
to a temperature of not less than 200° F. Such certificate must indicate the 
number of bales, marks, names, and addresses of consignor and consignee, district 
of origin, date of shipment, invoice number, and. vessel transporting. 

Section 4.—All wool and hair, unaccompanied by certificates, affidavits, and 
declarations herein provided, when permitted to be entered without such certifi- 
cates, affidavits, and declarations, must be shipped from port of entry to destina- 
tion in sealed cars after the bales or bundles have been whitewashed at such port 
of entry under the supervision of an inspector of the Bureau of Animal Industry, 
and the destination of such wool or hair must be a factory or establishment having 
satisfactory facilities for sterilising or disinfecting the same in the manner pro- 
vided by these Regulations or as may be directed by the Chief of the Bureau of

Tariff Changes and Customs Regulations. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA— continued. 


Animal Industry. The consignee, owner, or his agent will be required to file a 
satisfactory bond or agreement to fulfil all requirements as to shipment and dis- 
infection or sterilisation. 

Regulation VI.—Hay, straw, etc., and Meats packed in hay or straw. 


Section 1.—On account of the existence of foot-and-mouth disease in the 
countries of continental Kurope and: South America and the impracticability of 
disinfecting hay and straw used as the packing on meats offered for entry without 
injuring the meats for food purposes, the entry into the United States from any 
of those countries of any meats packed in hay or straw is prohibited. 

Section 2.—Bran, middlings, and mill feed may be imported from Argentina 
without being disinfected as prescribed in Section 4, if accompanied by a certifi- 
cate, signed by the United States Consul of the district from which shipped, 
showing that such bran, middlings, or mill feed was conveyed by chutes directly 
from the mill in which produced into the vessels transporting the same to the 
United States. 

Section 3.—Because of lack of danger of the communication of disease through 
the importation of hay, straw, forage, and similar materials, including bran, 
middlings, or other mill feed originating in and transported directly from Great 
Britain, Ireland, the Channel Islands, Canada, and Mexico, such articles may be 
imported into the United States from those countries, as long as the above condi- 
tion continues to exist, without being disinfected as prescribed in Section 4. 

Section 4.—Except as otherwise provided in this Regulation, all hay, straw, 
forage, or similar materials, including bran, middlings, or other mill feed, offered 
for importation from any foreign country, shall be disinfected in the manner 
prescribed by the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry at the expense of the 
owner before being unloaded from the vessel or conveyance bringing the same 
into any port of the United States, arid when unloadéd and landed shall be stored 
and held in quarantine for a period of not less than three months at some place 
acceptable to the Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry and under directions 
prescribed by him. 

Regulation VII.—Canada. 

Because of the lack of danger of the introduction of disease into the United 
States through the importation of the articles enumerated in these Regulations, 
originating in and transported directly from Canada, such articles may be 
imported from Canada, as long as the above condition continues to exist, without 
being disinfected or certified as prescribed by these Regulations. 


Regulation VIII.—Products from diseased animals. 


Importation into the United States of any hides, skins, fleshings, hide cuttings, 
parings, and glue stock, hair, wool, or other animal products covered by these 
Regulations, taken or removed from animals affected with anthrax, foot-and- 
mouth disease, or rinderpest, is prohibited. 

Regulation 1X.—Disinfection of cars, boats, other vehicles, and premises. 


Cars, boats, other vehicles, yards, and premises which have been used in the 
transportation, handling, and storing of uncertified or non-disinfected imported 
hides, skins and parts thereof, hair, wool, and other animal by-products, hay, 
straw, forage, or similar material permitted entry subject to disinfection, shall 
be cleaned and disinfected, under the supervision of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, subject to the conditions and in accordance with the requirements of 
the Regulations of the United States Department of Agriculture, contained in 
B.A.I. Order 245, governing the disinfection of cars, boats, other vehicles, yards, 
and premises used in interstate movement of live stock, except that all such cars, 
boats, other vehicles, yards, and premises, storage places used in the transporta- 
tion, handling, and storing of any of said articles uncertified for non-prevalence 
of anthrax, or which have not been disinfected against anthrax, shall be dis- 
infected with a 1 to 1,000 bichloride of mercury solution. The permitted dis- 
infectants specified in the said B.A.I. Order 245 may be used in disinfection 
against the other communicable diseases.

General Rules for the Application of the Tariff. 


Goods specifically mentioned in the Tariff Index (‘‘ Vocabulario’’) and um the 
Explanatory Notes. 


I.—All goods mentioned in the Tariff Index (‘‘ Vocabulario ’’) annexed to the 
Tariff shall pay the duty stipulated in the heading of the Tariff to which they 
are referred. 

3oods which are referred to in the Explanatory Notes to the Tariff as being 
included under a particular Tariff heading shall pay the duty stipulated in the 
Tariff for that heading, inasmuch as such Notes (when they are in the nature of 
explanations) specify various examples of the classes of goods covered by the 
general terminology used in the Tariff. 

Classification of goods not specified in the Tanff. 

1I.—Goods which are not mentioned in the Tariff nor in the Tariff Index shall 
be classed for duty by analogy or similarity to some class of goods specified in the 
Tariff, and the rules laid down in the Customs Regulations (‘‘ Ordenanza de 
Aduanas’’) for the assimilation of unspecified goods shall be followed.

Def nition of the CEXPTeSSiONs ““ of all kinds and ‘‘ not specially mentioned 
found in the Tariff. 


I1I.—Goods mentioned in the Tariff or in the Tariff Index and accompanied 
by the words “‘ of all kinds ’’ shall pay the duties stipulated in the heading where 
they are specified, even if such goods are combined with some other materials, 
except precious metal. Goods may only contain gold, silver, or platinum (without 
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change of Tariff classification) in cases where the Tariff heading covering the 
goods expressly provides for such combination. 

The expression ‘‘ not specially mentioned’’ is used to avoid confusion with 
goods which, though of the same general description or of the same materials, 
are classified in the Tariff or Tariff Index under a separate heading by reason 
of certain special features which distinguish them from goods ‘not specially 
mentioned. ”’ 

Thus, in certain cases, goods may be described as ‘‘of all kinds, not specially 
mentioned. ”’ 

Classification of articles, not specially mentioned, made of two or more 
materials. 


[V.—Articles composed of two or more materials, and which are not expressly 
mentioned in the Tariff or Tariff Index, shall pay the duty-applicable to the 
material which predominates in weight, except in the case of goods containi 
skin, silk, ornaments or accessories of gold, silver, platinum, or gilt or silver 
. metal. 

The predominating material shall only be determined by the Customs in cases 
where the various materials forming the article can be separated without destroy- 
ing the article. When this cannot be so done, it is open to the importer, ver- 
bally and at the time of Customs clearance, to authorise the separation of the 
component parts, even if the articles examined are thereby damaged, if his 
interests are so served, as, for example, in the case of goods (such as padlocks, 
burners, handles for umbrellas, etc.) which are imported in large consignments 
which would otherwise pay, in excess duty at the higher rate, a sum obviously 
greater than the value of the articles examined. 

When this examination cannot be made, such articles shall pay the highest rate 
of duty applicable to the various component parts. 

Classification of articles not fitted together. 


V.—When an article composed of various parts specified in the Tariff or Tariff 
Index is presented in an unmounted condition, and each part is declared 
separately, the duties shall be assessed at(the rates applicable to each part, even 
if all the parts are in the same bale, etc., but provided they are wrapped up 
separately. 

Articles combined with scientific apparatus are subject to duty. 

VI.—Scientific apparatus (such as barometers, thermometers, or other), fitted 
or mounted in articles such as statues, candelabra, inkstands, clocks, etc., etc., 
shall pay the duty applicable to the article of which they form part. 


Net weight. 


VII.—By net weight is to be understood the actual weight of the goods, with- 
out internal packing and without receptacles or wrappings. 


Legal weight. 


Vill.—By legal weight is to be understood the weight of the articles including 
that of the internal packing, wrappings, bottles, boxes of cardboard, wood, or 
tin plate, straw or chip covers, in which the goods are packed inside the outer 
case which serves as the general receptacle for the goods. 

When articles dutiable on legal weight have no interior packing and are 
imported loose (in bulk) inside the outer receptacle, alone or with the lining or 
box of zine sheet or tin plate which is usually placed within the outer receptacle 
for the better preservation of the contents, the actual weight of the goods shall 
be taken as the legal weight. In reckoning the legal weight, no account shall 
be taken of the loose straw or chip in which parcels may be stowed inside the 
general or outer receptacle, nor of the weight of such outer case. 

Gross weight. 

IX.—By gross weight is to be understood the weight of the goods including all 
their internal or outer packings or wrappings, without deduction for any loose 
straw, etc., mats, or hoops. 

Gross weight of goods “‘in bulk”’ or in dutiable receptacles. 

X.—Goods dutiable on gross weight shall pay duty on the actual weight of the 
goods when they arrive without wrappings or packings, or contained in receptacles 
which are liable to Customs duty. 
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Measurements of fringes and hems to be included. 

XI.—When articles with fringes are dutiable by the square metre, the 
measurements are to include the fringes. 

When duty is leviable on the net weight in relation with the square metre, the 
fringes are also to be included. 

In the case of tissues such as handkerchiefs, sheets, towels, etc., having a hem 
more than 1 cm. in width, the dimensions which are to be declared and which are 
to serve as basis for the assessment of duty shall include the cloth used for the 
hems—but only the visible part thereof. 

Ordinary receptacles not to pay duty apart from contents. 

XII.—As ordinary receptacles shall be regarded jars, bottles, or flasks of 
earthenware or glass, drums of iron, zinc, tin, copper or lead, boxes of wood, 
cardboard or tin plate, etc., which are suitable for the goods which they contain 
and which do not, in themselves, constitute merchandise imparting an augmented 
value to the contents, and which have no special use apart from the contents. 

When goods contained in ordinary receptacles are dutiable on net weight, 
number, or measurement, such receptacles shall not be subject to any import 
duty. 

If the goods contained therein are dutiable according to legal or gross weight, 
then such ordinary receptacles shall pay duty at the rate applicable to the 
contents. 

Special receptacles which are liable to higher duties than their contents 
are to be declared separately. 


XIII.—Receptacles other than the common receptacles referred to in Rule XII., 
which obviously do not correspond with the goods which they contain (whether 
because they possess a separate commercial value, or because they are ‘‘ fancy ”’ 
or ‘‘luxury”’ packing, or because they can be used otherwise than as packings), 
and which, taken separately, would be subject to a higher rate of duty than the 
contents, must be declared separately for the purpose of the levy of duty at the 
appropriate rate. 

Specified outer packings to be dutiable. 

XIV.—When articles specified in the Tariff (such as money boxes, trunks, 
valises, furniture, etc.), as imported, constitute outer packings of other goods, 
they shall pay the duty to which they are liable according to the Tariff, and 
no allowance shall be made in respect thereof as tare. 

Classification of cloths or cloth sacks used for covering goods. 

XV.—Cloths which are used as protective coverings for goods inside packages 
must be declared and must pay the duty prescribed therefor in the Tariff, what- 
ever be the quantity or kind of the cloth, except in the case of waterproof, oiled 
or tarred cloths which serve the sole purpose of protecting the goods from outside 
moisture and are present only in a quantity strictly necessary for this purpose. 
Nor is any declaration for payment of duty necessary in respect of coarse interior 
sacks of jute cloth or of white and plain cotton cloth, when goods have a double 
receptacle, as in the case of paraffin wax, sulphur, etc., where there is an outer 
sack and also an inner one. 

When goods imported in double packing are dutiable on legal weight, the 
interior sack shall be included in such legal weight. 

Cloths and articles of linen mixed with cotton. 

XVI.—Cloths and articles of linen, hemp or similar vegetable fibres containing 
an admixture of cotton in any proportion, which are not provided for in the 
Tariff or Tariff Index, shall pay the duties applicable to cloths and articles of 
pure linen. 

Tissues of wool with admizture other than silk or precious metal. 

XVII.—Tissues of wool with showers (//uvia) of other material (except precious 
metal), and also those tissues which contain, in the texture, an admixture of 
cotton, artificial silk, linen, hemp or other similar vegetable fibre, in any propor- 
tion, shall pay the duty applicable to tissues of pure wool. 

Ribbons of mixed silk. 

XVIII.—Only ribbons in which the warp or weft is composed wholly of threads 
of cotton, linen, or wool shall be regarded as ribbons of silk with admixture of 
cotton, linen, or wool. 
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Tissues and articles of mized silk. 

XI X.—As tissues and articles of silk with admixture of cotton, linen, or wool 
shall be considered those in which the admixture occurs throughout the texture 
or in various parts thereof. Those which contain such admixture only in the 
borders shall pay the duties applicable to cloths or articles of pure silk. 

Definition of ‘‘ cortes de vestido.’’* 


XX.—As “ cortes de vestido”’ are to be considered those articles which (packed 
in cardboard boxes or otherwise) are so disposed, pinned or tacked (showing the 
shape of the blouse or skirt, etc.) and of which the trimmings are so arranged 
that the article, as presented to the Customs, is properly displayed and can be 
seen to be intended to form a particular garment. Otherwise, if it is only a 
question of tissues not disposed in the form of a garment and with trimmings 
separate or so arranged that separate use may be made of them, then the tissue 
shall be subject to duty according to kind, and the trimmings shall pay duty 
separately, according to kind. 

Classification of cotton or linen handkerchiefs. 


XX1I.—Handkerchiefs of- cotton or linen tissue, even if having merely an 
edging of tissue other than plain, or of openworked or embroidered tissue, are to 
be regarded, and assessed for duty, as handkerchiefs made of tissue other than 
plain, or of openworked or embroidered tissue, as the case may be. 

Handkereniefs are to be regarded as embroidered if they have ‘* alforzas ” 
or embroideries, however small these may be, and even if they only occur in the 
form of initials or ornaments in one corner. 

When handkerchiefs have a plain chain-stitch in place of the hem, no account 
shali be taken of such chain-stitch, and the handkerchiefs shall pay the duty 
applicable, according to the kind of the cloth. 

Handkerchiefs which have undergone only the drawn work necessary to form 
the needlework known as “‘ dobladillo de oj0”’ shall not be considered as open- 
worked. 

White handkerchiefs having borders, edgings, initials, names, or any other 
design or working in colour shall be classed as handkerchiefs made of coloured 
tissues. 

Settings and mountings of earthenware and glassware. 


XXII.—By ‘‘setting’’ or ‘‘mounting’”’ is to be understood the metal part 
which is fixed to an article of glass or porcelain, which serves as an ornamenta- 
tion or as a support, and which forms an integral part of the article. 

The following are not regarded as ‘‘ settings ’’ or ‘‘ mountings,’’ viz. : sockets, 
pegs or screws which connect two or more parts, small knobs, nor lids of flasks, 
bottles, vases, jars, or inkstands. 


Classification of articles of metal painted or furnished with metallic coating. 


XXIII.—Except in the case of gilt or silvered metal wares and of tinplate 
in painted sheets, all articles of metal coated with aluminium, copper, or tin, 
or nickelled or painted, shall pay the duty assigned to articles of the metal 
of which they are made. 


Specified spare repair parts are dutiable separately. 


XX1V.—When articles specified in the Tariff are imported, as accessories, 
with machinery and apparatus, and in larger quantities than are absolutely 
necessary for the installation of the machine or apparatus, such as screws, bolts, 
tubes, wrenches, &c., the excess quantities shall be subject to duty at the 
rate prescribed for such articles. 

Articles subject to various rates of duty.—Exceptions in the Index. 

XXV.—In all Tariff headings where an article is subject to different rates 
of duty, varying with the weight of the articles, the duties shall (except in the 
case of tissues) be assessed by applying the highest rate of duty to the limit 
of weight prescribed therefor, and in the case of articles whose net weight 


* The expression ‘* cortes de vestido ” occurs in Tariff Nos. 343-4, 396-7, 434-5, and 
490-1. Regard should be had to the explanation contained in Note XX. when 
veferring to these Tariff Nos. in the translation of the Tariff published as a 
Supplement to the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for the 19th October. 
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exceeds the lower limit, by applying the lower duty or duties, to tlie number of 
kilogrammes remaining. In these latter cases, the consignees shall declare the 
number of complete articles imported. 

Goods which are specifically referred (in the Tariff Index) to a particular 
heading of the kind referred to above shall only pay the duty applicable to 
that heading, whatever the weight of the individual articles may be. 


Method of packing articles of cotton, wool, linen, stk, and jewellery of 
precious metal. 

XXVI.—In the case of articles of cotton, linen, wool, or silk, such as yarns 
in balls or in skeins, cords, lace, ornamentations, trimmings, fringes, ribbons, 
embroidered insertions, or any other manufactures which are imported in the 
form of packets or cartons, and which, although liable to different rates of 
duty, are not packed so that each packet or carton contains only goods coming 
under one Tariff heading, the highest duty applicable shall be levied, even if 
the Customs declaration specifies the weights, measurements, quantities, names, 
materials, and kind of each of the different classes of goods. 

In the same way, when imported jewellery and wares of precious metals are 
packed together in boxes, packets, or cartons, and there is not marked on each 
receptacle the kind and net weight of the different kinds of wares contained 
therein, even if exact particulars for the determination of the duties are given 
in the Customs declaration, the contents of: each box, packet, or carton shall pay 
the duty prescribed by the Tariff for the most highly taxed article contained 
therein. ‘ 

Cases with lining of leather or silk shall be subject to duty separately when 
the jewellery is dutiable on net weight, but if the jewellery is dutiable on legal 
weight, the weight of the cases shall be included in such legal weight, unless 
the cases are packed separately from the jewellery. 

Embroidery on tissues and articles. 

XX VII.—Embroidery is a working in relief executed by hand or by mechanical 
means by means of threads independent of the tissue, on cloth which is com- 
pletely finished. For the purpose of the Customs Tariff Law, tissues and articles 
shall be regarded as embroidered if they have designs in relief, filled in or 
outlined, formed by means of threads, chain-stitches, or cords of any material 
or by means of applications of glass, porcelain, metal, rubber, composition, or 
of cuttings of other tissues. As embroidered tissues or articles are to be 
regarded those which have embroidered patterns either in the borders (forming 
an edging) or over the whole of the texture, and also those which, as in the 
ease of towels, aprons, sheets, table covers, pillow cases, etc., only have em- 
broidered letters or ornaments in the corners or on some portion of their surface. 

In the case of embroideries made with metal threads, the core (nucleus) shall 
not be taken into account, even if it consists of silk. The same rule applies 
in the case of embroideries made with covered cording, so that embroidery made 
with cording covered with silk is regarded as silk embroidery, even if the core 
is of cotton, wool, or linen. 

Fittings or accessories of precious metal, of gilt or silvered common metal, of 
silk or of skin—contained in goods specially mentioned in the Tariff. 7 

XXVIII.—Inasmuch as the Tariff specially provides for the Customs clas- 
sification of (and prescribes special duties for) articles containing precious metal, 
silk, skin, or gilt or silvered metal parts, the negative phrases such as ‘‘ not 
being of gold, silver, or platinum,’’ ‘“‘not gilt nor silvered,’’ ‘‘ not containing 
silk or skin,’’ are omitted from the Tariff headings where articles not including 
such materials are specified. Articles or wares having accessories or ornaments 
of the materials in question are only included in the headings relating to the 
articles or wares when the heading expressly and definitely so stipulates ; ae 
in cases where the phrase ‘‘ of all kinds’’ is used in reference to articles which, 
in accordance with Rule III. above, may contain silk, skin, or parts of gilt or 
silvered common metal. 

In the case of articles for which there is an exclusive classification, such as 
belts, suspenders, garters, braces, corsets, umbrellas, &c., and in the make-up 
of which metal fittings are necessary, the presence of such fittings (unless 
they are of precious metals), including those of gilt or silvered metals, does not 
affect the Tariff classification of the articles, since in cases where the presence 
of metal accessories does affect the classification of goods (as in the case of 
ribbons, trimmings, etc.), the Tariff contains express provision to that effect. 
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MEXICO —continued. 
Declaration of cotton thread on reels. 

XXIX.—When cotton thread is imported on reels, the declaration must specify 
the number of reels contained in each package, and the length of thread on 
each reel, 

Classification of samples and cases of samples. 

XXX.—Samples which have been rendered useless as merchandise (viz., those 
referred to in Tariff 699) shall enjoy the exemption from import duty accorded 
by the General Customs Regulations. 

Cases of samples, and samples of goods, complete or capable of being used, 
and samples of wines, spirits, perfumery, etc., must be declared with all the 
particulars required by law in the case of ordinary goods, and such samples 
shall pay the duties applicable, and it is forbidden in any case to render the 
goods useless, at’ the time of Customs clearance, by means of cutting, per- 
foration, or otherwise. 

When cases of samples contain handkerchiefs, shawls, socks or stockings, 
shirts, fancy goods, hardware or small wares, and, in general, all articles which, 
not being rendered unfit for use, are subject to various rates of duty, and are 
not properly separated when presented to the Customs, the whole collection of 
samples is to pay the rate of duty applicable to the most highly taxed article 
comprised in the collection.

The retail sale of medicinal wines may only be effected by 
chemists; and, during the war, the sale of such wines is to be 
allowed by medical prescription only.

GOLD COAST COLONY. 


It appears from an extraordinary issue of the Gold Coast ‘“ Govern- 
ment Gazette” of 23rd October that the Governor 


vin seta of the Colony, in a recent address to the Legis- 
Railway tt 
lative Council, stated that it was his firm conviction 
Development, 


that the immediate development and the future 
prosperity of the Gold Coast and Ashanti depended more upon the 
rapid pushing forward of the projected railway extensions than upon 
any other individual effort the Government could make. 

An amount of £450,000 for railway construction has been included 
in the dratt Budget recently submitted to the Legislative Council. 
With this sum it is proposed to begin construction work early in 
1917 from the Kumasi end of the extension from Koforidua to 
Kumasi, operations on which were suspended in 1915. Should 
conditions in Accra harbour and other circumstances permit, it is 
intended simultaneously to carry on the extension from Tafo towards 
Anyinam in the Eastern Province. Already the extension of the line 
north-westward from Koforidua is giving rise to a tendency for some 
of the cocoa, which should find its natural outlet vid Kumasi and 
Sekondi, to divert towards Kojoridua and Accra. ‘This is not desir- 
able for many reasons, more especially at a time when the harbour at 
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GOLD COAST COLON Y—continued. 


Accra is in a less satisfactory condition than usual, and ‘when a 
certain amount of congestion is only too likely in any case to occur. 

The Governor further stated that it is hoped during 1917 to 
prosecute further surveys for railway extensions through the Central 
Province. The line which was provisionally traced in 1913-14 is in 
many respects unsatisfactory and it is thought that a better route can 
be found somewhat nearer to the coast, which will pass through more 
populous country and supply more immediate needs. 


With regard to road construction, the Governor stated that during 
R 1915 very little was done, only 124 miles of new 
oad : 
ietenatiien road being made, as against 67 miles in 1914. 
It is proposed, however, to resume _ active 
proposed, , 

operations in 1917, both in the Gold Coast and in Ashanti, the 

Legislative Council being invited to vote substantial sums for this 
work, 

The Governor remarked that one of the most striking and 
encouraging developments in the Gold Coast and Ashanti at the 
present time is the rapidly extending network of roads suitable for 
light motor traffic. The general desire of the native population 
to possess. roads of this description is new and has only begun to 
manifest itself widely since the advent of the cheap and light motor 
vehicles which, during the past three years, have been imported in 
large numbers from America. Until late in 1913, the roads which 
had been constructed in the Gold Coast Colony and Ashanti effected 
comparatively little towards the solution of local transport difficulties 
as the heavy lorries at that time in use proved highly destructive to 
the roads over which they ran. With the advent of cheap and 
light motor lorries; however, this state of affairs has been changed, 
and experience shows that roads suitable for their use can be con- 
structed without difficulty and at small cost by native communal 
labour.

Marine showing the changes made in marine insurance 
en tn ee which were announced in the Official Gazette 
’ of lst November. The spheres in which rates 
have been raised, as compared with those fixed at the Jast revision 
of rates on 3rd March, 1916, comprise the waters of the North 
Atlantic and West Mediterranean. Reductions have been made in 
the rates for the waters of the South Atlantic and the Kast Medi- 
terranean. As a result the rate for the route from Japan round the 
Cape of Good Hope to London, hitherto 80 sen for every 100 yen, 
is reduced by 15 sen. Vid Suez a rise of 10 sen for every yen 
is made, and rates to New York, which were 65 sen, are reduced 
by 20 sen.

JAPAN (COREA), 

With reference to thé notice on p. 691 of the “ Board of ‘Trade 

Railway Journal” of 5th June last, relative to railway 

Development development in Corea, H.M. Consul-General at 

' Seoul (Mr. A. H. Lay, C.M.G.) reports that the 

Bunsen (Munchon)— Yeiko (Yung-heung) section of the Ham-kyong 

railway, 22 miles in length, was opened to traffic on 21st September. 

Two intermediate stations have been established, namely at Sennan 

(Chon-tan) and Ko-gen (Ko-won). ‘Two trains run daily between 

Gensen and Yeiko (Yung-heung), the distance being covered in two 
hours. 

According to a Notification of the Government-General, dated 11th 
October, the reconstruction of the part of the Seoul-Fusan Railway 
between Jaku-boku and Kinsen has been completed, and on Ist 
November the station Kin-u-san was abolished and two new stations 
Kibi and Taishin established. As a result, the total mileage between 
Seoul and Fusan is increased from 275 to 280°6. 

It is also officially notified, adds H.M. Consul-General, that on 
oth November traffic was opened on the Ham-kyong line between 
Seishin and So-hio, a distance of about 32 miles. (C. 32,376.) 
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MALAY PENINSULA. 


The Malay States Information Agency in London calls attention to 
the following particulars regarding the exports of 
tungsten ores trom Malaya, taken from the last 
report of the Senior Warden of Mines in the 
Federated Malay States :— 

It is not generally realised that tungsten ores do not occur in the 
Federated Malay States in defined deposits; by far ‘the greater bulk 
is found in small quantities, irregularly intermixed with tin ore and 
valueless matter, and consequently any large increase in output is 
impossible. Every effort has been made by the authorities, however, 
to stimulate production, the export duty having been suspended and 
special terms granted to prospectors. 

The total quantity of tungsten ores exported from the Federated 
Malay States in 1915 amounted to 291 tons, as compared with 261 
tons in 1914 and 225 tons in 1913, most of this being ore 
containing less than 65 per cent. of tungstic acid. In addition to 
these exports, tunysten ores aggregating 407 tons-were imported from 
other countries in 1915 and re-exported after treatment at separating 
works in the States. The value of wolfram alone exported from 
the Federated Malay States in 1915 was £32,174.

According to a recent issue of the ‘“‘ Vyestnik Iinansov ” (Petrograd), 
the Ministry of Communications has prepared a 
Bill, at the request of the Duma, for the “ notifi- 
cation of centres of water power from waterfalls, 
or stretches of water suitable for the supply of 
such centres, of national or public importance.” It appears that early 
in 1913, the Duma was impressed with the necessity for the organis- 
ation and development of the water-power resources of Russia and 
wished to have legislation prepared with these ends in view. 

Up to the present, Russian law has never provided tor the utili- 
sation of water power, except in the case of ordinary mills. Permits 
to make use of water power have been more in the nature of certifi- 
cates that the Ministry of Communications considered that the 
proposed utilisation would not interfere with navigation, than of 
concessions. ‘These certificates were only issued after consulting the 
local owners of water frontages, and thus the utilisation of water 
power depended entirely on the consent of private owners. 

The present Bill, without making any attempt to decide as to the 
ownership of water power, proposes to empower the Government to 
declare any waterfall], or stretch of water capable of being used as a 
source of water power, as being of national importance, and to take 
possession of such source of power, either for direct Government use, 
or with a view to granting concessions for its use in industries which 
it is desirable to foster.

The prolongation of the Rhenish-Westphalian Coal Syndicate has 
taken place, and the temporary syndicate has thus been transformed 
into a permanent one, which will remain in force until the end of 
March, 1922. ‘lhe conferences which took place between the firms 
interested were long drawn out, owing to the private interests 
involved, and a final result was only brought about at the emphatic 
request of the Prussian Minister of Commerce for a prolongation of 
the Syndicate ; otherwise a compulsory syndicate enforced by the 
Government would have been instituted. 


It is interesting to compare the present position with that of twelve 
years ago, when the Government threatened the mining industry 
with legislation to limit the powers of the Syndicate; now the 
new Syndicate will absolutely control the industry as regards prices, 
output, and the elimination of all competition. 


The reason for this change of face is found in the fact that during 
the war the raising of coal and the distribution of coal, coke, etc. has 
been carried out by the Syndicate in such an efficient manner that it 
was recognised that this organisation would have to be continued 
under any circumstances. 


The new Rhenish-Westphalian Coal Syndicate includes the entire 
mining industry in the Ruhr district, the Prassian Mining Board 
having joined with all its mines in the valley of the Ruhr, and the 
Jarge zinc and coal mining company ‘“ Giesches Erben” in Upper 
Silesia has also come in, together with the latter's large mine 
‘ Westphalia.” 

Under the new regulations no new mining shafts will be sunk as 
long as the prevailing conditions exist, but it is considered probable 
that, owing to the growing demand for coal, new mining companies 
will be formed outside the syndicate, and new shafts will be sunk. 


The Government Mining Board has secured for itself extensive 
rights which will enable it to free itself quickly of its obligations if it 
is found desirable, but it is not considered probable that it will do so 
as the Government Mines are obliged to make profits and pay interest 
on capital. ‘The Government has also secured extensive rights with 
regard to the question of price. 

Some twelve years ago the Government endeavoured to acquire the 
Hibernia Mine, but only succeeded in obtaining a portion of the 
shares. Under the new agreement, however, the Government will 
acquire the remainder of the shares in this mine and thus secure 
entire control over it.

There is no doubt that the German Government, as the predomi- 
nant partner of the Rhenish-Westphalian Coal Syndicate, has 
acquired vast rights over the whole of the coal industry, and is in 
such a position that it is able to augment or decrease the output of 
coal in Germany at will and can also fix the price as it thinks fit.

CHINA. 


The “Overland China Mail” (Hong Kong) of 3rd November 
publishes extracts from a statement respecting the 
Coal Reserves. coal reserves of China, which has recently been 
made by the Director of the Chinese Geological 

Survey. p 

According to this statement, coal is very widely distributed in 
China; there is nota single province in which coal is not known to 
occur, but some are much more favoured than others. ‘lhe north- 
eastern provinces, Shansi, Chihli, Shantung and Honan are un- 
doubtedly most important, the first named being the richest of all. 
Both Inner Mongolia and Manchuria are fairly well supplied with 
coal, although in the former case the coal deposits are less known. — 
The north-western provinces are much poorer, though Kansu and 
Turkestan contain numerous coal fields. ‘he same may be said of 
the Yangtse valley and the south-eastern region where, with the 
exception of Hunan and Kiangsi, the geological conditions are 
unfavourable. The western and south-western provinces are known 
to possess coal in numerous localities, but, on the whole, they are less 
important, as the coal seams are usually much thinner and the fields 
are broken up into small patches. 

Both bituminous coal and anthracite occur in China, but the latter 
is probably more extensive, as the coal in Shansi and Hunan, the two 
richest provinces, is largely anthracite. Anthracite has, ia fact, been 
more readily used by the Chinese because it can be burned in 
open stoves without echimneys. ‘The bituminous coal industry has 
acquired increasing importance in recent years, as the coal now 
worked on a large scale is mostly of this variety ; out of about twenty 
mines worked by machinery only three are producing anthracite. 

Statistics compiled by the Geological Survey show that the pro- 
duction of coal of all kinds in China in 1913 was about 15,000,000

The industry has suffered much by the war, 
owing to the departure of most of the skilled workmen for the front, 
the rise in the price of all the requisite materials (raw silk, cotton 
yarn, bar silver and copper), the increase in rates of wages, freights 
and insurance, and lastly the imp sition by the Government of India 
of additional import duties on gold thread. Prices have risen from 

20 per cent. to 40 per cent., according to the grade of the goods. 

The industry rather prides itself on only catering for the demand 
for better class goods, having always left the supply of cheaper factory- 
made go ds to the Germans, who specialised in: these lower grades. 
The Germans go in for extensive production in large factories, while 
the Lyons article is with few except:'ons made in small workshops by 
a special class of workpeople who have been in the industry for many 
venerations. 

The most important markets since the war are British India and 
the United States, the latter in particular having bought large quan- 
tities of what is called “ half-fine” gold thread made on cotton of 
gilt copper and used in millmery; the United States is the only 
market where some of the trade previously in German hands has been 
captured by France. - All other markets have fallen off, owing, it is 
said, to the fact that this thread is an article of luxury as well as to 


the disuse of gold lace for military uniforms since the war.

It 
appears that the Silk Association of Japan has reported a total output 
of 1,850,834 koku of cocoons this autumn, as compared with last 
year's output of 1,475,014 koku, an increase of 25:4 per cent. The 
present increase is due not only to new methods of rearing but 
also to market conditions and the favourable weather during the 
growth of the caterpillars. 

The products are generally of good quality, with the exception of 
the early cocoons of Kagoshima and Fukushima and the late cocoons 
of the Ibaraki and Chiba Prefectures, which were a little inferior. 

The autumn output of yellow cocoons cannot be ascertained 
exactly, but it is probably 50,000 koku, which is only about 2-7 per 
cent. of the total autumn cocoon crop. (D.C.1. 88,583.)

The average 
yield is comparatively light the size of the tubers being below 
standard, although of good quality. In some localities there will 
not be enough potatoes for local use. The ony was stored under 
favourable conditions. 

Sugar beets—The crop -generally is small in size and light in 
yield. 

Pastures and Livestock.— Pastures have been very poor this 
autumn, owing to the prolonged summer drought. Generally, cattle 
are rather thin but are he valthy. Owing to the price of beef, and the 
scarcity and dearness of feed, a large number of cattle have been sold 
without being properly fattened for the market, and too many calves 
have been slaughtered. Sheep are doing well, and are in strong 
demand. High prices for pork, and the scarcity of feed, have 
tempted some farmers to sell more sows than is prudent, and to part 
with too many animals under weight. The prospects are that there 
will be a scarcity of all classes of live stock by the spring. 

Fruit—The usual complaints are made of injury from scale and 
other pests where orchards have not been properly attended to. The 
long summer drought has also weakened many trees. There is a 
comparatively small supply of apples, especially of the best winter 
sorts, while in some localities there are not sufficient for local use.

The general quality of this fruit is not so good as usual, and there 
were many windfalls. Peaches, however, were more abundant, and 
there was a fair supply of pears, plums, and grapes in those sections 
where these fruits are raised.

RUSSIA (FINLAND). | 
According to a recent issue of the ‘“‘ Vyestnik Finansov ” (Petrograd), 
exports of forest products from Finland are now 
70 per cent. of the total exports of the country, 
and the income from forests is estimated at 
500,000,000 Finnish marks. As means of transport, etc. are im- 
proved, the production of timber and other products may be expected 
correspondingly to increase. The demand for Finnish forest products 
is increasing, and in view of the fact that the supply does not keep 
pace with the demand, there is also an upward tendency in prices. 

A Finnish timber trade committee has proposed that the following 
measures should be taken to increase the yield of these forests viz., 
the selection of trees suitable to the district in which they are to be 
grown, and the increasing of the proportion of leaf-bearing trees in 
Southern Finland at least; the introduction of selective felling; and 
the improvement in the drainage of the forests. By these means it 
is expected that the timber exports of Finland will be susceptible 
of considerable increase without the risk of depleting the forest 
wealth of the country.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
The Department of Commercial Intelligence is in receipt of an 
agronomical treatise (Bulletin No. 757) recently 





—— issued by the United States Department of Agri- 
Abie . culture, entitled ‘‘ Commercial Varieties of Alfalfa,” 


in which the writer discusses the characteristics 
of commercial alfalfas. 

It is only within the last 20 years, it is stated, that varieties of 
alfalfa have been recognised commercially in the United States, and 
only within the last 10 years have they been given really serious 
attention. Prior to 1898 no commercial distinction was made 
between the various lots of alfalfa seed sown in the United States, 
whether they were of foreign or domestic origin. Coincident with 
the introduction of alfalfa into the various sections of the United 
States there developed an interest in varieties or strains for special 
conditions. This interest has resulted in the recognition and adop- 
tion of at least nine fairly distinct commercial varieties and strains. 
These varieties and strains show a great diversity in their adaptations 
to climatic conditions, some giving the best results in the cold north 
and north-west, while others succeed only in the extreme south and 
south-west, where the winter temperatures are very mild.

The production of sugar in Peru is mainly confined to the coast 
regions in the Departments of La Libertad, Lambayeque, Ancash, 
Lima, Arequipa and Tacna. The principal obstacle to the proper 
cultivation and development of the product is the scarcity of water. 
Moreover, the high cost of production, 1,000 frs. per hectare, prevents 
any large extension of the sugar industry. The total area under 
cultivation in 1915 was 205.311 hectares, an increase of 3,225 hectares 
as compared with 1914. The yield of sugar amounted to approai- 
mately 262.840 metric tons, an increase of 34785 metric tons on 
the figures for 1914. It is estimated that 220,257 metric tons, valued 
at 5 557,869 libras, were exported during the year, consisting of 
11,186 tons of white sugar, 183,914 tons of granulated sugar, 24,227 
tons of brown sugar, and 930 tons of ‘‘ chancaca” (a paste of coarse 
brown sugar). The significance of these figures is apparent when it 
is remembered that five vears ago, in 1911, the production of sugar 
in Peru reached only 178.533 metric tons, of which 122 871 metric 
tons, valued at 1,448.990 libras, were exported ; of course, the extra- 
ordinary prices obtained for sugar owing to the war accounts 
largely for the greatly enhanced value of recent exports.

of South Manchurian wheat to the United States. It is also under- 
stood that contracts have been made for the export of 500 tons of 
Japanese wheat. 

This change in the situation has naturally created a boom in the 
Japanese wheat market, and at Kobé, which is now the principal 
wheat exporting port, prices of Japanese wheat have advanced con- 
siderably. ‘There is still a quantity of South Manchurian wheat in 
the market, and, as the price is comparatively low, further business in 
this direction is looked for.

BRITISH INDIA.

During the last ten years there has been a steady development of 
the foreign parcel post service from and to India. The total number of 
foreign parcels received in India by post from all parts of the world 
rose from 289,070 in 1905-6 and 430,109 in 1910-11, to 570,513 in 
1915-16, while the total number despatched increased from 235,408 
in 1905-6 and 315,731 in 1910-11, to 440,709 in 1915-16. As 
compared with 1914-5, there was in 1915-16 an increase of almost 24 
per cent. in the number of parcels despatched and of over 30 per 
cent. in the number received. 

The parcel post service with the United Kingdom continues to 
occupy the most important position. In 1915-16 the number of 
parcels sent to and received from the United Kingdom numbered 
164,989 and 436,893 respectively, as compared with 118,056 and 
314,838 respectively in the preceding year.

4. Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 


A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


2096X. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in refining saltpetre. 

2098X. Workmen engaged in methylating spirit for use in the 
manufacture of explosives. 

2099X. Workmen described as gold blockers and engaged wholly 
or mainly in ornamenting or iettering goods the manufacture of which 
is insured work. 

210UX. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in making leather 
hots or shields for use in covering textile machinery rollers. (Appli- 
cation 478X.) , 


B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE 
in respect of :— 


2097. Workmen (other than those already insurable under Part II. 
of the National Insurance Act), 1911, employed at laundries and 
engaged wholly or mainly in washing military or other clothing. 

2101. Workmen (other than those covered by Decision A. 2100X 
above) engaged wholly or mainly in recovering textile machinery 
rollers. (Application 478X.) 


Note.— Decisions in which the Umpire has decided that contri- 
butions are payable under the National Insurance (Part 11.) 
(Munition Workers) Act, 1916, are indicated by the letter X at the 
end of the number, e.g.,1554X. Contributions under these decisions 
are payable as from the 4th September, 1916. 

Where no reference is given to an Application, the question has 
been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published.
